The  tables  of  Albinus,  though  accurate  and 
complete,  are  not,  perhaps,  on  account  of  their 
fize,  the  prolixity  of  the  defcriptions,  and  the 
number  of  references,  fo  fully  fuited  to  the  pur- 
pofes  of  private  diffedtion  as  could  be  wifhed. 

To  remedy  this  inconven  ience,  I  have  copied 
eight  of  Albinus5  s  tables  on  a  fmaller  fcale.  The 
two  firft  contain  a  fore  and  back  view  of  the  Ike- 
leton ;  and  the  other  fix  are  reprefentations  of  the 
mufcles. 

To  each  plate  I  have  prefixed  an  explanation  $ 
and  I  have  avoided,  as  much  as  was  confident 
with  perfpicuity,  loading  the  figures  with  an  un- 
necefiary  quantity  of  referring  letters.  For  this 
purpofe,  I  have  all  along  made  ufe  of  one  alpha-
